Here is an endeav o r wrhich will be felt in 
ev ery state and co mmunity . Dairy pro ducts 
co nstitute o ne o f the principal agricultural 
cro ps. They are pro duced in all sectio ns o f 
the co untry , and o n farms o f all sizes. Hund­ 
reds o f tho usands o f farmers depend upo n 
milk directly fo r their liv eliho o d: many mo re 
depend o n it partially o r indirectly . To these 
farmers, the milk surplus is a grav e emerg­ 
ency . 
So when y o u see milk po sters and ads, re­ 
member that they mean so mething mo re 
than just ano ther sales pro mo tio n idea. They 
represent a determined, who le-hearted effo rt, 
o n the part o f American merchandisers to 
help the farmer in a time o f need.

ARE YOU REGISTERED? 


If y o u intend to v o te in the August 3 0 
primaries y o u must be registered. 
If y o u are no t registered y o u hav e until 
J uly 21 in which to do so . 
Between no w and J uly 21, fo rty day s be­ 
fo re the primaries, many will be away o n 
v acatio ns, o r apathetic, pro bably due to the 
warm weather. Inasmuch as this y ear may 
well see o ne o f the mo st impo rtant electio ns 
in y ears, it is no t impertinent to suggest that 
the business o f making sure o ne’s name is 
o n the great register sho uld be attended to 
at o nce. 
To be cho sen this y ear is the co mplete 
gro up o f state ex ecutiv e o fficers, including 
go v erno r, lieutenant go v erno r, United States 
senato r, co ngressmen, members o f the leg­ 
islature and a great many impo rtant co unty 
o fficials. 
There are hundreds o f perso ns in Orange 
co unty who are no t sure whether they are 
registered as v o ters^ and hundreds o f o thers 
who may be mistaken in the o pinio n that 
their names are o n the bo o ks. Co mplicatio ns 
and changes o f pro cedure hav e enco uraged 
co nfusio n. 
Any citizen who v o ted in either primary o r 
general electio n in 19 3 6 and has no t changed 
his residence since he last v o ted, is reg­ 
istered. Tho se who did no t v o te in either o f 
tho se electio ns, o r hav e mo v ed, are o ff the 
bo o ks. 
Tho se who hav e do ubts, tho se who check 
up, think back to 19 3 6 , and disco v er they 
are no t qualified, and tho se who hav e mo v ed, 
are reminded no w' that we hav e primaries o n 
August 3 0, and that this do es no t mean they 
may wait that lo ng befo re assuring them­ 
selv es o f the v o ting priv ilege. 
To take part in the primaries they must 
register, o r make certain they are registered, 
fo rty day s prio r to the primary , o r no t later 
than J uly 21—less than two weeks away .

THE 75TH CONGRESS—A REVIEW

Now that the Sev enty-fifth Con 
gress has adjourned, 
it may b e

POWER ISN’T NEW 


Believ e it o r no t. the United States enjo y ed 
electric po wer befo re Bo nnev ille Dam, the 
TVA, Grand Co ulee and all the o ther fed­ 
erally -subsidized hy dro electric pro jects were 
tho ught o f. It had po wer befo re the federal 
go v ernment started its po licy o f “ do nating” 
and lending mo ney to municipalities fo r 
building unnecessary electric plants. 
The farmers o f the United States were be- 
ing benefited with a priv ately financed, wide­ 
spread rural electrificatio n pro gram lo ng be­ 
fo re the Rural Electrificatio n Administratio n 
o r any o ther such agency ex isted. 
Equally impo rtant, ev en in tho se “ back­ 
wo o ds” times, the United States had the 
cheapest po wer in the wo rld. 
It had the 
highest standards o f po wer serv ice. 
Its 
ho mes used far mo re po wer than did the 
ho mes o f any o ther majo r natio n. And its 
industries used an infinitely greater amo unt 
o f po wer than did the industries o f any o ther 
natio n. Mo re po wer fo r wo rkers means mo re 
pro ductio n in a giv en perio d o f time. 
And 
that, in turn, means mo re pay . 
The gro wth o f the priv ate electric indus­ 
try , under state regulatio n, was o ne o f the 
marv els o f the first part o f the twentieth 
century . And what was respo nsible fo r that 


Not Hitler or

b ut 
Chamb erlain now has the key to 
war prospects in Europe—and he 
will not use it.

mier is the man who could b ring 
on a general outb reak at anytime 
now, within 24 hours.

Chamb erlain's 
announcement

Consequently war prospects in 
Europe now are b eing counted at 
nil b y the knowing. 


Fut this do» 'Z as certain: Re­ 
gardless of Mussolini's jockeying 
with the British on one hand and 
Hitler’s fav orab le Austrian settle­ 
ment with London on the other, 
Benito and Adolph see eye to eye 
on ev erything, including Czecho­ 
slov akia. 
No m atter how differ­ 
ent things may look on the sur­ 
face in dispatches from London 
and Paris, the Rome-Berlin axis 
is working underneath. 


This is so simple that I am sur 
prised that anyone of Mr. Phil­ 
lips’ intelligence would b e so hasty 
as to make statem ents that hav e 
no b earing whatev er on the Town­ 
send Plan. 
His statem ent that ‘‘it seems to 
me it’s pretty hard to giv e some­ 
thing to anyb ody unless we are 
willing to go without something 
we giv e,” will b e ridiculous to him 
when he forgets all he imagines 
ab out 
the 
Townsend 
Plan 
and 
learns the facts ab out i t Ev ery 
time he b uys anything he is pay­ 
ing or ‘‘giv ing something” in the 
way of the hidden taxes emb odied 
in the price he pays. The two per 
cent transaction 
tax will elimi­ 
nate the necessity of paying any 
other taxes, hidden or otherwise, 
so Mr. Phillips will b e b etter off 
than under the present tax system 
Then “the plan is not an empty 
gesture and of no b enefit to the 
old people” b ut will not only b ene­ 
fit them b ut him also and ev ery­ 
b ody else, from the cradle to the 
grav e.

The 
Senate Judiciary Committee con­ 
trolled b y Democrats, in a report 
to the Senate, denounced in strong 
terms the court packing proposal. 
Later, the 
Senate,

whelming v ote, ordered the whole 
matter to b e recommitted to the 
committee, thus in effect finally 
killing he proposal.

P r e s i d e n t 
showed that he was more interest­ 
ed in further reform than in aid­ 
ing the country’s economic inter­ 
ests.

These measures far ov ershadow'

Some

call it an “under-cov er war-scare' 
and say that Joe Kennedy b rought 
it b ack with him from London, 
talked with Mr. Kennedy only mo­ 
mentarily, b ut I hear from him 
occasionally and 
I don’t b eliev e 
any such thing. 
But there 
are 
rumors of a plan to recreate un­ 
officially a committee to “co-ord­ 
inate” national defense—somewhat 
similar to the “Council of Nation­ 
al Defense” which did “co-ordi­ 
nate” Army and Nav y and indus­ 
try for the World war. 
W ar doesn’t seem to me to b e 
ev en a remote possib ility this year, 
b ut if it ev er threatens, such a 
committee 
would 
b e 
ab solutely 
necessary for us. We hav e w hat we 
call a “war” department b ut it is 
a wrong name. It is really an 
army” department just as the cor­ 
rectly named nav y department is 
really w hat the name says. We 
hav e no real war department. 
Since the days when these two 
ministries were set up and named 
—one for land defense and the 
other for sea 
defense—war 
has 
gone into a third dimension, the 
air. We hav e no av iation depart­ 
ment for war. The last congress 
set up an air department for peace­ 
ful commercial av iation to b ring 
under one head the former scat­ 
tered gov ernmental b ureaus work­ 
ing in that field, b ut there is no 
air department to keep military 
and nav al av iation in step. As a 
result, the nav al and military air 
forces v ie with each other for ev ­ 
ery adv antage and appropriation. 
Functions are duplicated and there 
is little enough central direction. 
The same thing is true of the 
supply serv ices of army and nav y 
purchase 
and 
procurement 
of 
munitions. The nav y has cne sup­ 
ply serv ice, hut the arm y has no 
less than fiv e. This is no v ery ser 
ious m atter in peace, b ut in the 
World war it paralyzed production 
for months. Each of these purchas­ 
ing departments was independent­ 
ly responsib le for results in an 
ov ercrowded 
market. 
They 
b id 
against each other for price, pro­ 
duction and deliv ery. 
They crammed the b est m anu­ 
facturers so full of orders that 
deliv ery was hindered. Their price 
competition raised costs to fan­ 
tastic figures and they slipped so 
many orders into the northeastern 
industrial 
area, 
that 
there 
was 
complete congestion and shortage 
of 
transporation, fuel, 
material, 
electricity, lab or and supplies. 
Except for food, our supply of 
munitions to the W estern front 
had largely to b e b ought in Europe, 
although we spent b illions v ainly 
to b uild them here. If the war 
had not • ceased 
so suddenly, 
it 
might hav e b een a scandal. 
While there is now supposed to 
b e b etter planning and manage 
ment, from a v iv id experience in 
the World war, I would say 
would prov e totally Inadequate and 
insufficient. 
This 
illogical 
and 
incompetent 
situation is supposed to b e solv 
ed b y the fact that, under the 
Constitution, the President is com 
mander-in-chief of the army and 
nav y. 
In 
practical 
effect 
that 
doesn’t do the trick. The Presi 
dent is too many other things to 
b e that to any practical purpose 
When he tries to b e, as Lincoln 
did early In the war among the 
states, disaster follows. 
Mr. Roosev elt knows all ab out 
that and ab out all that has b een 
said here. As assistant secretary of 
the nav y he did one of the b est 
of the wartime supply job s, in spite 
of the confusion due to lack of 
any unitary war command. 
The solution of the prob lem Pre­ 
sented here is no easy m atter. It 
is not at all clear that the usual 
suggestion of one true w ar de­ 
partm ent with sub -departm ents for 
army, nav y and a ir is correct. But 
it is v ery certain that any mov e 
toward 
co-ordination, 
official 
or 
unofficial, adv isory or adm inistra­ 
tiv e, is in the right direction.

SECRET BALLOTS SHOW UP REAL NAT URE 
The recent state primaries of Iowa, 
Pennsy lv ania, 
Oregon and North Dakota b rought out the 
fact that J 
many more v oters v ote the Repub lican Primary 
ticket than the so-called Democratic tick et 
The« » 
states hav e shown this in the pa st But when th» 
election comes, they v ote on the New Deal (erron­ 
eously called Democratic) tick et Thie b rings up th» 
thought of a fundamental characteristic in human 
nature that seems to hav e b een ov erlooked b y mo st 
people. 
And the result of these primary and general 
elec­ 
tions seems to show our real nature. As the 
Go o d 
Book says, we are b orn in sin. The same thought was 
expressed b y Jeremy Bentham, “to enjoy immediate­ 
ly# to enjoy without lab or, is the natural inclination 
of ev ery man.” The b ab y shows the same traits. H» 
naturally has no respect for’other’s rights. He ac­ 
quires respect for other’s rights b y a systematic 
course of rewards and punishment b y his parents 
and associates as he grows up. 
The point is that when man is ob liged to pub licly 
express himself, he want« to b e regarded as hav ing 
respect for other people's rights in property, b e- « 
cause he has found that it is profitab le for him 
to ' 
do so. People want to associate with men of thi» 
kind and they do not want to associate with men 
who do not hav e respect for other people’s rights. 
When a man registers a t the primaries, he aligns 
himself with the party that shows the most reopect 
for people’s rights in property, b ut when he goes to 
the b allot b ox. his primitiv e instincts are expressed 
and he v otes, as Bentham says, “to enjoy immed­ 
iately, to enjoy without lab or.” He is not ob liged to 
tell the world w hat he stands for. 
Before and After Secret Ballot 
Analyzing this thought, it might b e of interest 
to 
recall that all the really progressiv e amendment« 
passed b y the Constitution that estab lished 
more 
ideal lib erty of the indiv idual, were passed b efore 
the secret b allot was estab lished. The last great 
amendments were the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth 
Amendments—the Fourteenth prev enting the states 
from confiscating property and the Fifteenth pre­ 
v enting the states from discriminating against the 
right of sufferage b ecause of former serv itude. The 
Fifteenth was passed in 1870. The secret b allot 
came into existence in 1889 in the United States. 
After that, the next three amendments took away 
the rights of the indiv idual. The Sixteenth gaVe the 
gov ernment the right to confiscate any amount of 
a b ig producer’s production the gov ernment caw 
fit to confiscate and giv e nothing in return. The 
Sev enteenth Amendment gav e the crowd the right 
to elect senators direct, thus prev enting the check 
of the v oting majority from confiscating indiv idual 
rights. And the Eighteenth Amendment was on pro­ 
hib ition, which took away some of man’s personal 
lib erty. It was later repealed as not practical. 
This tends to show that the crowd, when they can 
v ote secretly, hav e little respect for th| rights of 
others. When, howev er, they are ob liged to express 
their opinions openly, they inv ariab ly want to pose 
as b eing on the side of lib erty, freedom, and hesitat» 
to join the forces that would confiscate the fruits 
of the lab or of others. 
It seems from reading history that ail of our 
progress came from courageous people fighting open­ 
ly and ab ov e b oard and doing as Herb ert Spencer 
said: “It is for each to utter that which he sincere­ 
ly b eliev es to b e true and add his unit of influence 
to all other units of influence and let the results 
work themselv es out.” But the secret b allot b ox per­ 
mits the people who do not hav e courage to under­ 
mine and destroy the initiativ e and the rights of 
people who do hav e foresight, courage and ab ility. 
Possib ly the secret b allot has not b een as great a 
b oon to progress and lib erty as we hav e thought. 
Ev en if pub lic v oting were greatly ab used, possib ly It 
was not for the b est for men to take a stand pub licly. 
The real nature of man still needs the moral stim ­ 
ulating influence of pub lic commendation, of courag­ 
eous leadership, who are ab le and willing to think 
out loud.

A LIMITED GOVERNMENT

People may possess freedom under almost
